St. Petersburg, Dec. 21—(Noon)— 


The pan-Russian strike, called for to- 
day, is beginning with great rapid- 
ity. 
The workingmen are showing 


themselves subject to wonderful dis- 
cipline in quitting their positions at 
the call of the strike leaders. An in- 
describable panic has been created 
among the people generally, and-ev- 
ery one is full of foreboding that this 
is the opening of the last act of the 
great national tragedy, which will re- 
sult either in a victory for the revo- 
lutionists, or in the re-establishment 
of the reactionary power in full con- 
trol. In either event the financial 
ruin of the country seems imminent. 


The attitude of the army in St. Pe- 


tersburg is far from reassui^g Many 
soldiers have been arrested while ad- 
dressing the people in the streets ar-d 
promising that they -will not fire on 


,_£he populace.

The revolution more- 
over is growing steadily and it is es- 
timated 
that 5,000,000 
persons 


throughout the Baltic territory are 
either in a state of active revolt or 
are ready to join the revolutionar 
movement. The government is afraid 
to take troops away from St. Peters- 
burg to send to the dissatisfied re 
gions and is awaiting the arirval of 
the 17th army corps, which is LOW 
en route to St. Petersburg, before dis- 
patching reinforcements to the £arri- 
sons in the Baltic provinces. 


The revolution is spreading with 


startling rapidity. In addition to the 
1,500,000 Letts already in , revolt, 
2.500.000 Lithuaians and a million 
of Esthoniaus, who inhabit the north- 
ern part of the Baltic regions, Jiave 
decided to join the revolutionists. 


This brings the total number of in- 
surgents" up to 5,000,000.

ic to Trance. In Boston, where be 
ivns bom; in New York, where be fail- 
ed to find employment, and in Phila- 
delphia, with wbicb bis career is chief- 
y identified, tbere will also be ceremo- 
nies in recognition of tbe significance 
of tbe day. In tbe famous city •nhoie 
name signifies tbat iu which Franklin 
firmly 
behei\ed—biotherly 
love—the 


most elaborate of these exercises will 
be held. They will be under tbe direc- 
tion of the American Philosophical so- 
ciety, which Franklin himself founded 
in 1744, and both tbe state and the fed- 
eral government will take part iu 
them. 


Franklin was one of se\euteen cbil 


dren, and his father, a Boston tallow 
maker, was not blessed with wealtb, 
so tbatj be did not ba^ e any special ad- 
vantages of; birth. He bad few oppor- 
tunities as a boy to excel in scholar- 
ship, for be bad only two years' school- 
ing and then went to work to help bis 
parent in molding candles. It was an 
eventful day for the printing trade and 
journalism wben tbe young Franklin 
was released from making candles and 
set to printing as an apprentice to bis 
brother James. This brother owned a 
newspaper, and tbe boy Ben got some 
experience in helping him run it but 
he and James did not get along very 
well, and the boy started out to seek 
his fortune.

STATtFE OF PBAXEIiDf IN NEW YOIiK. 


sought for employment, but without 
success, and, journeying on, reached 
Philadelphia with but a dollar in his 
pocket. But success crowned, his ca- 
reer in Philadelphia ere many years 
had fled. One of bis most successful 
as well as famous enterprises was the 
"Poor Richard's Almanac," the first 
number of which he published when he 
was twenty-srs and which at once be- 
came popular. He continued publish- 
ing this almanac for twenty-five years. 
It was translated into all the languages 
of Europe, and its quaint sayings have 
become household words. For many 
years he published the Philadelphia 
Gazette. He organized the first pub- 
lic hbraiy in Philadelphia and estab- 
lished the academy which bas devel- 
oped into the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. The art of printing is in his 
debt to an immeasurable degree. 


In 1748 Fraiikim sold his paper, his 


almanac and his printing plant He 
was then only forty-two, but he had 
accumulated what in those days was 
considered a fortune, and as the. af- 
fairs of bis countrymen demanded his, 
attention be determined to have no 
impediments in the way of his reader- 
ing zealous public service. For a pe- 
riod of O'NCT forty years thereafter lie 
was almost continuously oecupicd in 
the cause of his country. Prior to the 
Revolution he represented the interests 
of bi<* own eolony of Pennsylvania and 
sometimes other Colonies at UK- British 
court; he participated in the draw me 
up of the Declaration of Independence. 
of which be was one of the =igners. 
and he spent some o' the most imi>or 
tant years of his life pleading the cause 
of the colonies at tie court of Trance.

But pres- 
ently they observed the 'fiber of the 
hempen string to rise, and when the 
elder man touched his knuckles to the 
key he received a shock 
Then the 


Leyden jar was filled, the truth of 
Franklin's theory had been demonstrat- 
ed, lightning rods were soon afterward 
invented by him and other electncal in- 
ventions followed. 


For a score of years after the kite 


affair Franklin gave up much of his 
time to experiments with the wonder- 
ful fluid In the Franklin institute in 
Philadelphia there is still preserved the 
machine whidi he built for the pur- 
pose of generating the electricity.

"selling stock."-iwV company which 
he is to form to. advance his cause, 
and he interjects the remark, "Ain't 
it funny how God is on my side in 
this matter" into nearly all his ram- 
bling talk. 


The feature of his conversation, on 


Wednesday night to an Advocate re- 
porter was his recitation of the inter- 
view which he succeeded in ^ettitng 
with the late Jefferson Davis, presi- 
dent of the Confederacy, while Mi. 
Davis was a prisoner at Portress Mon- 
roe shortly after the cloge of the war.

derstanding of the'snb.iect Illustrated. 
This is. the origin of the mystery or 
miracle plays and also of the sacred 
tableaux vivants which in time were 
enacted in the rural churches. These 
living pictures always illustrated some 
Biblical, subject and were probably of 
great spiritual benefit to those who 
could not read. 
It was thus that the great features 


of the Christian religion were made in- 
telligible to the public. The practice 
began early in the tenth century and 
grew in favor for at least 200 years. 
In the,tblrteenth century, however, the 
custom had become so subject to
